CRISP OPENS HIS BATTERIES. 

The Republicans applauded the Speaker's 
eitauon. and the Democrats calied for the 
reading of the protest of the Republican 
Senators against Hilil’s action. Before the 
applause over Mr. Reed’s decision ceased 
Crisp of Georgia got the floor and took an 
an appeal. Judge Payson immediately moved 
to table the 
out afresh at this attempt, backed by the 
Speaker, to gag the minority. Crisp declared 
this was unmanly and unjust, and appealed 
for fair play. Butterworth and Burrows 
came down the main aisle, and their power- 
ful voices were heard above the din appeal- 
ing to Payson to let the minority be neard. 
Payson yielded. The Speaker dropped bis 
gavel with an air of disgust, and Crisp 
opened his batteries. He had evidently pre- 
pared himseif thoroughly for this emergency 
and made the best of his opportunity. 

Mr. Crisp said that the decision of the 
Speaker was overturning an uninterrupted 


practice of 100 years and was going directly 


in the face of the arguments of distinguished 
Republicans who had considered this very 
question. This. was the first time in 
the history of the Government that 
the Speaker had decided that he 
could go behind the roll-call provided 
for by the Constitumon. This was more 
than a mere question of rules. It was a con- 
stituuonal right—the right to have the yeas 
and nays entered on the journal—and it 
necessarily followed that when the Constitu- 
tion said that tie yeas and nays should be so 
entered they could not be added to or taken 
from. To deny that proposition was to 
take from the Constitution the value 
it was intended to possess. He then quoted 
from Speaker Blaine’s ruling on the Force 
bill to the éffect that the Speaker had not 
Lhe power to count a quorum, and declared 
that the decision just made by Speaker Reed 
would be the foundation of the greatest leg- 
islative frauds ever vommitted. ’ 
QUOTED SHAKSPEARE. 

“We have lived,” said Mr. Crisp.“ through 
a great Civil War, when there was excite- 
ment almost unparalleled in the history of par- 
liamentary action; yet, during all those 
years, no man on this floor, no party, has 
ever before thought it necessary to intro- 
duce a rule which would give the power of 
declaring. the presence of members by 
the single voice of one person.“ 
[Applause on the Democratic side.] In 
common with every member on his side 
he demanded that there should be a public 
exhivitien of the question, a public record of 
the vote, that there should be tellers, if de- 
manded; that there should be yeas ana pays, 
if demanded; and that the yeas and nays 
should determine how each member ot the 
House voted. He quoted Shakspeare’s line: 
Like a scurvy politician pretending to see the 

he does not. 

Such politicians, he said, might come here 
on either side, and, under the force of cir- 
cumstances and the impetuous passions of 
members, déclare that they saw either with 
or without glass eyes. [Applause.] 

Mr. Crisp quoted from the remarks of Mr. 
Reed (the present Speaker) in the same de- 
bate, when he used these words: 

The constitutional idea of a quorum is not the 
physical presénce of a majority; of the members 
of the House, but a, majority gf the members 
present and participating in usiness of the 
House. 

(Triumphant cheers and clapping of hands 
on the Democratic side and in the galleries. } 

“I appeal,” Mr. Crisp exclaimed, from 
Philip drunk to Philip sober.” [Another 
outburst of applause. | 

The Speaker, in his blandest manner and 
entirely free from any trace of excitement, 
said: Will the House nave the kindness to 
be in order?’ [Laughter. | 

REED BACKED BY VANNON. 

Mr. Cannon deciared that the presence of 
the members not voting but counted by the 
Chair constituted more than a quorum. 
As they disagreed they should consult the 
Constitution, for, after all, in the Constitu- 
tion they had the mode of ascertaining what 
a quorum was. Andif by the Constitution 
there was a quorum present today the coun- 
try would sustain the House of Representa- 
tives in going on and legislating. The Con- 
stitution provided as follows: 

Each House shall be the judge of the elections, 
returns, and qualifications of iis own members, 
and the majority of each House shall constitute 
a quorum to do business. 

Did the Constitution say a majority should 
be required to vote for a measure, a motion, 
or a resolution in order to pass it? Not at 
all. It merely said that a majority of each 
House should constitute a quorum to dofbusi- 
ness. Mr. Cannon laid down the proposition 
that by general parliamentary law and under 
the Constituhon, when a quorum is present, 
and when that fact is ascertuined, and when 
there is a majority voting in favor of 
a measure, that measure is adopted, whether 
it be motion, resolution, or law. He be- 
lieved that good morais, good con- 
stitution, good law, good, sound, pub- 
ke, common sense and decency ail 
aemended of. the Speaker (when he an- 
nounced the fact of the presence of over 
fifty members more than a quorum, and 
called their names) to declare the result of 
the vote as adopted by a majority of the 
House: He believed that, thereby, the Con- 
stitution was satistied in form and substance, 
and that the people all over the country 
would justify that course. 

MAY NOT BE SUSTAINED. 

Mr. Carlisle quoted the section of the 
Constitution. whieh provides for the 
keeping of a journal and for the 
entering upon it of the yeas and 
pays when demanded by one-fifth of 
the members present, and also that sec 
tion which states that less than a quorum 
can adiourn from day to day and can compel 
the attendance of absent members. Now, 
the Constitution, continued Mr. Uariisie, 
did not say in express terms that in order to 
transact business a majority of the House 
should be present, but that a majority of the 
House should constitute a quorum “todo 
business, and then it proceeded to specify 
distinctly what those things were which a 
minority could do. He need not say to a body 
uke this, consisting in large part of 
lawyers, that it was a well known and 

ized rule of construction that where 
the Constitution or a statute enumerated cer- 
tain things all others were excluded. W'ben, 
therefore, the framers of the Constitution 
provided that a majority of the members- 
elect should constitute a quorum to do busi-

Bill, Passes Another. 


GOV. HILL MAY VETO BOTH. 


Neither One Is Constitutional or Likely to 
Meet with Favor. 


LITTLE HOPE HELD BY THE GOTHAMITES. 


AtzBany, N. T., Jan. 29.—[Special.]—The 
World's Fair bill was passed in the Assem- 
bly just as received from the New York Fair 
Committee withoutamendment. The Senate 
amended the same vommittee’s original bill 
first by adaing twenty-two new names of 
prominent business and professional men 
all over the Empire State, the majority 
of ‘whom were Platt Republicans picked 
out by Thomas C. himself and 
sent to Albany by Senator J. Sloan 
Fassett, the President pro tem of the Senate, 
a Piatt lieutenant. This was done because 
Platt found on looking over the original list 
of 103 incorporators that the supposed Re- 
publican majority was made up of mugwump- 
Republicans like George Jones of the New 
York Times and men Who were not sound on 
the tariff. The Republicans whom Platt could 
rely on out of the 8 Commissioners 
or incorporators numbered only forty-one. 
Hence the addition of the new men. This 
amendment was only attached after a hard 
fight, the Democrats opposing it with great 
bitterness and striving at every turn to sub- 
stitute the unamended Assembly biil. In the 
end two of them united with one Re- 
publican in refusing to vote for the amended 
bill. Senator Saxton, of ballot reform 
fame, discovered that the wise framers of 
the bill had copied the old law, long since re- 
pealed, which recognized no right of a mar- 
ried woman to hold of transfer property 
apart from her husband, this, too, in face of 
the fact that several of the larger property- 
holders in the district marked out for seizure 
were married women. This manifest in- 
justice was corrected by the Senator in an- 
other amendment. 

After the adjournment, when the amended 
bill had been passed by a vote of 16 to 12, one 
of the most conservative Senators remarked 
in a private conversation that there was not 
a provision, constitutional or otherwise, 
which guaranteed any protection or gave any 
means of redress to propertyholders. All 
they could rely on was the character of the 
men appointed to carry out the provisions of 
the bill, and that alone stood between them 
and practical confiscation of their property. 

The Senate bill as amended will go to the 
Assembly tomorrow. If considered by that 
body immediately it will have to be by 
unanimous consent, The opponents of 
the measure are endeavoring to se- 
cure enough AssemblyMen to prevent 
the of the Senate bill as 
amended, The Senate having refused to 
pass the Assembly bill, it is thought the As 
sembly will retaliate. If this does ensue, 
tnen conference committees will have to be 
named from each branch to consider the dis- 


puted questions and report back. The reason 


for the Assembly hurrymg tue passage of 
the bill was to free itseif of the responsibility 
of amending the bill. 

It is conceded here tonight that the Legis- 
lature knows the bill is untonstitutiopal and 
intends to throw the entire responsibility on 
the Governor. This will place him between 
the Devil and the deep sea. He has inti- 
mated, however, that he will not sign the 
bill, no matter,in what shape it comes to him, 
unless the unconstitutional provisions are 
eliminated. The Legislature and the sup- 
porters of the measure will not give in enough 
to allow such changing of the bill as this 
would necessitate. 


NEW YORK NOT YET BAPPY. 


Tom Piatt Said to Have Engineered the 
Bilt Throegh the Senate. 

ALAN x, N. L., Jan. 20.— [Special.] — There 
is an uncertainty about the true character 
of the $10,000,000 Worid’s Fair bill the Sen- 
ate passed today by a vote of 25to3 When 
the Senate opened Mr. Erwin handed up the 
report of the World’s Fair Committee. Presi- 
dent Jones of the Senate read a telegram 
from the Real Estate Exchange and Auction- 
Room of New York urging the passage of 
the bill. Senator Stewart said he had given 
his word to have the bill passed with the 
least possible delay, and had done all in his 
power to that end, voting in the committee 
meeting against the one amendment pro- 
posed, that of adding twenty-two names. He 
asked to have the bill advanced to a third 
reading at once. 

Mr. Cantor thought it would be better to 
substitute the Assembly bill and pass that, 
otherwise the amended bill would have to go 
back to the Assembly and would take a week 
to pass. Unless course was taken, he 
said, the site of the World’s Fair would not 
be the City of New York, and Washington, 
Chicago, and the whole country might as 
weil know it. 

Mr. Erwin favored the withdrawal of one 
of the bills. He thought that the bill could 
be obstructed if anybody should object, and 
that there was no need to substitute the As- 
sembly bill. After some further discussion 
the motion was lost by a party vote of 17 to 
II. When the bill came up for a third read 
ing Senator Jacobs handed in a minority re- 
port of {the committee by Messrs. Brown, 
Chase, and Jacobs disapproving any amend- 
ment to the bill. He wanted the bill recom- 
mitted and the amendment stricken out. 
Senator Cantor thereupon charged that the 
amendment proposed by the committee was 
the first step to hand over the great project 
to the Republican party. None of the draft- 
ors of the bill wanted any more incorporators. 
It had come to such a pass that nothing could 
be done in this State; no enterprise could be 
undertaken unless Mr. Platt could contro] it. 
Tne Rapid Transit biil had been <acriticea, 
and now the World’s Fair bill was to be amend- 
ed purely for his purposes. It was politics 
pure and simpie. Considerable crossfiring 
ensued. Mr. Roesch of New York deciared 
that the hearing yesterday was a farce, and 
thut the committee had been interested only 
in the political aspect of the bill. He thought 
that the Republicans were making a mistake 
by attempting to surround the Fair with pol- 
itics. Alluding to the delay the adjournment 
would cause he was reminded by Mr. Laugh- 
lin that the adjournment was moved by a 
Democratic Assemblyman from New York 
City.

Any man 
who goes to Pierre to enter the reservation 
and doesn’t return inside tweaty-four hours 
hasn’t money enough to buy a suit of 
clothes.”’

His first. impres- 
sions were reassuring, for the principal hotel 
is a good house.

But the land sharks, who want to sell their 
river bed town lots and grab the “mile 
strip,” are working hard in Washington, and 
expect success. 

There is another phase to the situation. 
If the lands are not opened till summer what 
can settlers expect? Under the terms of 
the treaty the Indians can pick out and own 
in severalty the best farming lands on the 
reservation, and the old Sioux who have 
hunted over this ground for years know 
every foot ot it. The leavings fall to the 
settlers, and the leavings of Dakota farm 
2 are more pictucesque than remunera- 

ve, 

“I have a farm of three quarter-séctions,” 
said Dr. Bali, Superintendent of Health for 
South Dakota, and I have not raised a good 
wheat crop on it in six years. It is consid- 
ered good land, too, by the people around my 
way. 

The greatest possibilities for Dakota, ac- 
cording to the views of clear-thinking Pierre 
people, jie in the direction of grazing.

One on Joint Ballot—The Farmers’ All- 
ance—General Political News. 

Des Mores, Ia, Jan. 20.—[Special.]—The 
deadiock in the House seems to have taken a 
tighter grip today. Twelve ballots were 
taken without result, and thus far no offers 
have been made by either party looking to- 
wards a compromise. A prominent Repub- 
hean Senator in discussing the situation 
this afternoon said tnat if tne House should 
organize now it would leave the Republicans 
with the narrow majo of one on 
joint ballot, Senators y, Lawrence, 
and Caldwell. all Republicans, are 
at their homes sick. Smith of 
Mitchell, a Republican Representative, is 
sick and in the hospital in this city. Repre- 
sentative Law (Republican) was taken sick 
today. Representatives Roundy, Russell, 
and Eilers (Democrats) are on the invalid 
list, Gut could be got here if occasion de- 
manded. On the election of United States 
Senator and most other questions of a parti- 
san nature the Democrats could count on the 
votes of Senator Barnett (Independent) and 
Senator Engie (Union Labor). This would 
give them twenty-two votes in the Senate 
and fifty in tan Mane or seventy-two in all, 
while the Republicans, not counting the 
sick members, would have twenty-five in 
the Senate and forty-eight in the House, 
a total of seventy-three, which makes it 
really too close for comfort. 

A shght flurry was createdin the Senate 
this afternoon by Senator Cleveland (Dem.) 
when he lugged into the record in the guise 
of a memorial à letter written to him embody- 
ing the resolution of a Farmers’ Alliance in 
hie district opposing Allison and supporting 
Larrabee for United States Senator. It will 
have little effect. Senator Engie, the Union 
Labor Senator, also presented a petition set- 
ting forth that a certain Farmers’ Alnance 
in Jasper County had passed a resolution op- 
posing Allison but favoring no particular 
one for his place. The petition which ac- 
companied it had only ten signatures, and 
was not looked upon as an especially 
formidable document. The letter which 
Senator Cleveland produced, embodying 
the resolution of the Cass County Alhance, 
set forth that said alliance would hold not 
only Senator Clevelanc but Representative 
Wiison responsible for their votes on this 
question. Now Representative Wilson is the 
Republican caucus nominee for Speaker of 
the House and he has already gone into the 
Republican caucus and voted for Allison. 
When asked about this letter and the resolu- 
tion he said he had received a similar one, 
and would present it to the House after or- 
ganization. “It represents buta handful of 
my constituents,“ he said, “and itis both a 
petition and a threat and wil amount to 
nothing.” 

Another Representative said he expected 
to get some such document himseif, but he 
knew the majority of the Republicans of his 
district were favorable to Allison, and he 
should vote for aim. Finn, who was at one

SENSATION IN THE OHIO SENATE. 


Democrats Try the Bogus Telegram Scheme 
to Break the Tie. 

Cotumsvus, O., Jan. 29.—([Special.]—The 
Marquis-Lampson vontest for the Lieutenant- 
Governorship came up this morning in the 
Senate and furnished a big sensation. A 
bungling attempt at forgery was made by 
some one in an effort to get Senator Schneider 
(Republican) to leave the Senate and thus 
allow the Democrats to railroad the hearing 
of the case. There were seventeen Repub- 
lican and seventeen Democratic Senators 
preseat (Senator Howells, Democrat, be- 
ing at home il), one Democratic 
vacancy being created by the death 
of Senator Ashburn, If Senator 
Schneider could have been inveigied into the 
trap the Democrats would have had a major- 
ity and tne alleged “summary” of the testi- 
mony procured by a Democratic committee 
would have been passed upon and adopted. 

Senator Cole opened the ball by offering a 
resolution reciting that a bo«us telegram 
had been sent to Senator Schneider for 
the purpose of securing his absence 
from tne Senate, and asking that a 
committee be appointed to investigate 
the charge. It was adopted and Messrs. 
Kerr, Cole, and Burhanan were named. Sen- 
ator Schneider, who was referred to in the 
resolution, arose and made an explanation. 
About 2 o’clocke this morning he was awak- 
ened by a messenger boy, who delivered a 
telegram * rene to have deen 
sent by r. Schmitt, a neighbor 
announcing tne serious illness of his wife. 
The telegraph office was closed at the time, 
and he decided to wait until he could heur from 
home before leaving his place in the Senate. 
When tne telegraph lines resumed business 
this morning he telegraphed to his family 
and received an answer from his daughter to 
the effect that her mother was in perfect 
health and that they had not sentfor him. 
The Senator knew that his friend Schmitt 
had not attempted to deceive him. 

This afternoon the committee found that 
the message of Mr. Schneider was 
written on a sending biank, It 
never passed through a telegraph opera- 
tor’s hand, and is therefore a complete 
forgery. There is no doubt that its o ject 
was to draw Mr. Schneider away from his 
seat in the Senate and give the Democrats a 
majority of those present. 

ben Mr. Shaw, Chairman of the Com-

AN ECCLESIASTICAL LANDMARK GONE. 


Interesting History ef the Old First Church 
at Dauvers Center, Mass. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 29,—[Special.}]—The 
destruction of the old First Church at Dan- 
vers Center yesterday vos one of the 
venerabie landmarks of New England ecole- 
siastical history, The church community 
was the center of the notorious witchcraft 
delusion, and within one of the buudings 
which formerly occupied thé site many of the 
victims were examined. The origin of the 
fre is not known.

ORGANIZATION OF RETAIL LUMBERMEN. 


Determined to Stop the Wholesalers Selling 
Directly to the Consumers. 
MinNEAPOLIs, Minn., Jan, 29.—[Spec-al. }— 
The retail lumbermen from the Dakotas, 
Iowa, Nebraska. and Minnesota met in con- 
vention here today and formed an organiza- 
uon to protect themselves against the en- 
croachments of wholesalers and manufactur- 
ers who are selling directly to consumers 
and thus taking their natural trade away 
fromthem. The result of their deliberations 
this afternoon was the tion of a consti- 
tution end by-laws. Oue provision of the 
constitution is in the nature of a mild boy- 
cott, the retailers resolving that they will re- 
fuse to patronize any wholesaler who sells to 
the consumer. A Secretary is to be appoint- 
ed tomorrow, who will attend to all execu- 
tive details. There will be a board of direct- 
ors and other officers. The manufacturers 
are not antagonizing the scheme; in fact, 
they favor it, for they would not like to see 
the patronage of the retailers diverted from 
them. There are about 175 in attendance. A 
banquet was given the delegates by the 
wholesalers at the West Hotel tonight.

FOUR PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 


A Father and Three Children Perish in a 
Barning House at St. Johns, N. F. 
HALtrAx, N. S., Jan. 20.—fSpecial. Four 
lives were lost at St. Johns, N. F., last night 
by the burning of a dwelling nouse. The 
victims were John Gorley and his three chil- 
dren—two girls and a boy—aged respective- 
ly 6,8, and 15 years. The fire broke out at 
midnight in the lower part of the house. 
Daniel Muirooney. a fireman, nearing the 
alarm, ran to the scene with a ladder and 
met Gorley outside the house, Gorley said 
that his six children were in the attic, and, 
throwing off his coat and Hat, dashed imto 
the burning house despite the warning 
shouts of Mulrooney. A few moments later 
he appeared at the attic window and Mul- 
rooney, raising his ladder, mounted to the 
rescue. In the meantime Gorley’s wife had 
reached the street. Gorley three of 
the children out of the window to’ Mulroo- 
ney, who assisted them to the sidewalk. By 
this time smoke was pouring out of the wia- 
dows in dense volumes, and when Muirooney 
turned to receive the fourth child he could 
not see Gorley. He plunged, his body half 
through the window, reached out his arm 
and touched Gorley, but he fell forward and 
disappeared. The fireman could see one of 
the remaining children in an iron bedstead, 
but was powerless to reach it. The bodies 
of the four victims were recovered horribly 
burned. The cause of the fire is unknown.

They Say Chairman Walker’s Decision 
Abridges Their Rights and Prevents 
Them from Making Contracts Without 
Buying or Leasing New Lines~Both 
Roads Express Extreme Regret at Being 
Compelled to Withdraw from the Asso- 
ciation—Other Railway News. 

Nothing bas occurred in a long time that 
caused greater excitement in railway and 
financial circles than the exclusive announce- 
ment in yesterday’s Turner that the Union 

Pacific and Chicago & Northwestern rail- 

ways have given formal notice of with- 

drawal from the Igter-Stare Commerce Rail- 


way Association, better known as tne Gen- 


tlemen’s”” Aasaciation.. While u had been 
expected that either the Northwestern and 
Union Pacific or tne direct competitors of 
those roads would give notice of witharawal 
from the association immediately after the 
announcement of Chairman Walker’s de- 
cision as to the right of me Union Pacific 
and Northwestern roads to form an exclu- 
sive traffic alliance without the knowledge 
of the other association roads, yet us none of 
the roads took such step at that time, and a 
committee was appointed consisting oi 
Chairman Walker and the Chairman of the 
auxiliary association te consider measures 
for the reorganization of the association, the 
Opinion prevailed that things would be al- 
lowed to run along wuatil spring with- 
out further action, and that at the April 
meeting of the Presidents the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee would make its report and 
an attempt made to reorganize the associa- 
tion upon a stronger basis. 

All these calculauuons were knocked on the 
head by the sudden and unexpected with- 
drawal of the Northwestern and Union Pa- 
cific railway companies. The notices of 
withdrawal from the association were sub- 
mitted by Chairman Walker to the Presi- 
dents of the various association roads yes- 
terday morning and at the same time Mr. 
Walker issued a call for a meeting of the 
Presidents to de held at the association 
rooms in Chicago, Tuesday, Web. 11, at 11 a. 
m. to consider said notices which have been 
given under Art. 20o0f the agreement. Mr. 
Walker also announced that the meeting 
would consider and act upon the report of 
the committee appointed at the iast regular 
meeting of me Presidents to revise present 
methods and organization. 

The notice of withdrawal given by the 
Union Pacific railway Oompany is dated Jan. 
18, 1890, and is signed Charles Francis 
Adams, President, by F. Gordon Dexter, 
Acting President. Its text is as follows: 

THE UNION PACIFIC’S REASONS. 

Referring to the decision made by you [Chair- 
man Walker] at the meeting of the Inter-State 
Commerce Railway Assocation heid in New 
York Jan. 14, 1890, to the effect that the contract 
recently entered into between this company and 
the Chicago & Nortawestern railway company 
Was in Violation of the terms of the agreement 
under which the association was organized, I 
have now tosay that I today submitted that de- 
cision to the Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors of this company. I am instructed 
by the airectors to inform you that, in their opin 
ion, the decision places this company in a most 
difficult position. A TL understand the purport 
of your decision, it is that the control of traffic is 
a matter of proprietorship of lines. In other 
words, the existing distribution of competitive 
traffic may be affected to any extent by the con- 
struction of new lines by members parties to 
this association or by the leasing of lines already 
exiating, but under the articles of association it 
cannot be affected or controlled by contracts be- 
tween the lines members of the association irre 
spective of the action of the association. 

Iam directed to inform you that if this de- 
cision is aal it could, in the opinion of the di- 
rectors, place this company in a position which 
a vroper regard for the interests of tus stock- 
holders would not justify. For reasons which it 
is unn to dwell upon it is not the policy 
of the Union Pacific either to lease lines members 
of the association, as has recently been done by 
the Northern Pacific, or to construct lines of its 
own to affect the existing distribution of traffic 
at competitive points, as has recently been done, 
or is now being done, by other companies mem- 
bers of the association. The lines thus leased 
or constructed, representing proprietory inter- 
sts, cannot fail ja the near future to affect 
most materially the distribution of competitive 
traffic in which the Union Pacific is interested 
greatly to its detriment, while on the other hand 
the rules of the association, as interpreted by 


| you, do not permit the Union Pacific to pursue 


the policy forced upon it by this action of its 
competitors, membersof the association, and to 
protect itself by contract against an impending 
redistribution of traffic, 

It has ever been the intention and policy of 
the Union Pacific to comply strictly with ali the 
rules and regulations of Inter-State Com- 
merce Railway Association, and the directors of 
this company would be most reluctant to take 
any steps caiculated to impair either the effi- 
ciency or existence of that association. In view 
of this decision they note therefore with satis- 
faction your recent criticism on the present or- 
ganization of the association and your recom- 
mendation of radical changes in it. So much of 

our quarterly report made at the meeting last 
Tuesday as relates to this subject was referred 
to a special committee of Which you are the 
Chairman. It seems to the directors of this com- 
pany most proper thatthe position in which ex- 
isting rules of the associauon, under the decision 
referred to, places the Union Pacific should also 
be considered carefully by the committee, with a 
view to so alte the arciclés of agreement as 
to give the Uniou Pacific necessary relief. 

e Union Pacific is umwilling to continue in 
any association except.in strict cooforanty with 
the rules thereof. ith a view, therefore, to 
prevent the incurring ot penalties on its part 
pending the consideration of the matter by your 
committee, I am directed by the Board of Di- 
rectors to give you formal notice, in accordance 
with the provisions of Art. 20 of the articles of as- 
sociation, of the withdrawal of this company 
therefrom, to take effect at the expiration of hir 
ty days from the date hereof. It is unnecessary 
for me to add that this action is taken by the di- 
rectors with extreme regret aud the notice will 
be withdrawn should the rules of the association, 
as the result ot conferences which doubtless will 
hereafter be bela between yourself and the rep- 
resentatives of tne company, be so modified as to 
permit the Union Pacific to take such steps not 
affecting rates as may be necessary for its own 
protection in yiew of the manifest disturbing in- 
fluence which must be exercised on the distribu- 
tion of traffic through the construction of new 
lines or the leasing of old ones by other members 
of the association. 

I bave also to assure you that in the meantime 
the Union Pacific will, unless compelled by cir- 
cumstances beyond its control, abstain from any 
action calculated to demoralize rates» improper.

IT HOLDS A STATE CANNOT BE SUED. 


Decision of the Supreme Coart in the North 
, Carolina Bond Case. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—A case was de- 
cided by the Supreme Court today of great im- 
portance not only in the amount involved di- 
rectly and individually but the important con- 
stitutional quesuon decided. Of late a number 
of cases involving the question of the liability of 
a State to be sued have been brought before the 
court, notably the Hans ease from Louisiana, in 
whieh it is said $11,000,000 are involved, and 
North Carolina bond cases, involving from 68.000, 
000 to 610,000,000. The case decided today is thus 
described: 

The State of North Carolina subscribed for 
$1,066.600 of the capital stock of the Atlantic & 
North Carolina railroad company, organized for 
the purpose of building a railroad from Beaufort 
to idsborough. Bonds were issued by the 
State to raise money to pay for this stock, and 
the State not only pl its public faith as se- 
curity for the redemption of the bonds, but, in 
addition, pledgea all the stock held by the State 
in the railroad company. Thies pledging act also 
provided that any dividend which may be de- 
olared on the stock held by the State shall be 
applied to the puyment of the interest accruing 
on the bonds; but until such dividends may be 
declared the interest was to be paid out of the 
public money in the State Treasury. The State 
issued certificates fur be stock it subscribed, 
and was represented at meetings of the stock- 
holders by a proxy. 

Mr, Christian, a citizen of Virginia, holds ten 
of the bonds issued dy the State, and as there 
had been no interest paid since 1868 he sought to 
have the bonds declared a lien upon the stock 
owned and held by the State of North Carolina, 
and also upon all dividends that may be de- 
clared on the stock uatil the bonds issued and the 
interest thereon are redeemed by the State. He 
prayed that ali moneys payudle as dividends on 
the stock be paid to the dondholders in payment 
of the interest due them, and that if divi- 
dends be insufficient for this purpose a sale of 
stock held by the State be authorized and a re- 
ceiver appointed. The railroad company, its 
President and directors personally, the proxy 
representing the State, ane the State Treasurer 
were all made parties to the suit. 

The representatives of the State, in their an- 
swer, admitted the averments of the bondhold- 
ers as far as it related to the origin and charac- 
ter of the stock and bonds referred to, but de- 
nied that any dividends were or could be made 
on the stock, ana set up the ples that the stock 
was in the possession of the State, and that the 
State could not be sued without its consent, 
which had not been given. 

The Supreme Court, through Justice Bradtey, 
says that there are some cases in which the in- 
terests of the sovereign may be indirectly af- 
fected, such as those in which the property 
affected is not inthe possession of the State. 
where suit may be brought without making the 
sovereign a varty. The present suit, however, 
seeks a direct appropriation of the State’s prop- 
erty for the purpose of satisfyiag claims 
against it. How the dividends due to the State 
can be seized or how the stock held and owned 
by the State can be sold the medium of 
u suit in equity without making the State a party 
to the suit it ig difficult to comprehend. The 
State has a direct interest to be affected by such 
a proceeding.

Complicated Commercial Litigation. 

Ine creditors of the insolvent Wilson & Bayless 
Furniture company flied a bill in the Circuit 
Court yesterday against the insolvents, the Atlas 
National Bank, Charles Noyes, Charles Halby, 
William S. Tillotson, and John M. Wilson, ask- 
ing for a receiver for the company. It is all 
that Aug. 21, 1888, the then firm of Wilson & Bay- 
less was insolvent and organized the corporation 
to which all its assets were transferred in order 
to defraud the creditors. Though the capital 
stock was nominally $36,000, it is alleged the 
stockholders, Ser al among whom was John 
M. Wilson, President of the company, never 
paid in dollar. It is also charged that 
Charles alby and Charlies Noyes, to 
whom Wilson & Bayless owed $7,000, 
were cognizant of the scheme and 
acquiesced in it. taking stock in the new com- 
pany as security for their claims, It is said that 
since the assignment Noyes has purchased about 
all the outstanding indeptedness of the company, 
amounting to about $10,000, and ts besides a cred- 
itor for goods sold and delivered, amounting to 
$3,400. The bill states that Assignee M. D. Tal- 
cott, who resigned Monday, has collected $22,500, 
which is claimed by later creditors of the new 
company. These claims of priority are said to 
be unjust, and it is asked that zanee Moore, 
who is now in possession, be res from dis- 
tributing the money among them, A note for 
$15,450, executed just before the change, to the 
Atlas National Bank is also attacked as having 
been made when Wilson & Bayless knew they 
were insolvent. It is asked that the entire 
tfansfer of the firm’s assets to the Corporation 
be declared void and set aside, and that Charies 
Noyes, Charles Halby, and the Atlas National 
Bank be declared to have waived all 1s to the 
assets until after the other creditors bave been

Legal Notes. 


The Appellate Court yesterday affirmed the 
decision of the lower court in the case of Anna F.
